CHAPTER 44.

AN ACT to pay the Sturgeon Bay Bridge Com-
pany a sum of money tlerein named.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTiON .1 There shall be paid by the treas- goturn of
urer of the state of Wisconsin, from any public t2xespaid to
moneys not otherwise appropriated, to the Stur- of togtur-
geon Bay Bridge Company, the sum of one hun-
dred twenty-six dollars and seventy-five cents,
which amount is due the said bridge com-
pany from the state by reason of the payment of
taxes to the state which should have been paid to
the city of Sturgeon Bay.

SEcTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force, from and after its passage and publica-
tion.

CHAPTER 45.

AN ACT to provide for the paying of a bounty
for the killing of wolves, wild cats and lynx
and repealing all conflicting laws.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTION 1. Every person who shall kill any
wolf by poison or otherwise, shall be entitled tc a
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reward of three dollars and every person who
shall kill a wild cat or lynx by poison or other-
wise, shall be entitled to a reward of one dollar

* to be paid by the county wherein said wolf, wild

cat or lynx was killed, on presentation to the
county clerk of the town chairman’s certificate
provided for in section 1627 of the Wisconsin
statutes of 1898. Nothing in this act shall pro-
hibit any county from increasing said bounty or
reward by a majority vote of its county board at
any annual meeting provided that no county
shall pay more than five dollars reward for the
killing of a wolf and three dollars for the killing
of a wild cat or lynx.

SECTION 2. The same reward for the killing of
any wolf, wild cat or lynx shall be paid by the
state as paid by the county under the provisions
of section one of this act on presentation to the
secretary of state of the oath and certificate as
provided in section 1628 of the Wisconsin stat-
utes of 1898.

SEcTION 3. All acts or parts of acts, conflict-
ing with this act, are hereby repealed.

SECTION 4. This act shall take effect and be in
ir. force, after its passage and publication.
